THOMAS F. WALSH WINS.

Thompson Doesn’t Get a Half Interest
in the Camp Bird Mines.

Judge Platt, in the United States Circuit

mines, in Ouray oounty, Colorado. omas

later made Walsh a rich man. Thompeon
averred that under an oral agreement
Walsh and he were equal partners in those

' properties; but it was shown that Walsh

always worked alone and that Thompson
never considered that he had a grievance
against Walsh until four years after the
mining properties had been staked out.
Then he put in ciaim for a half interest in
the mines.

Judge Platt said that Thompson's suit
was “without the shadow of a foundation.”

MRS. BRINSMADE MUST WAIT.

Justice Glegerich Refuses to Increase Ale
lowance for Divoroce Counsel Fees.

The application of Mrs. Jessie M. Brins-
made for an extra allowance of counsel
fee to enable her to prosecute her suit
for the annulment of her marriage to Charles
L. Brinsmade was denied yesterday by
Supreme Court Justice Giegerich,who says
she must wait until the Court of Appeals
;Tisses upon her original application for
alimony.

On that application $85 a month was
Ta.nted, with a 8300 counsel fee, which
the Appellate Division affirmed, but a
further appeal has been taken.

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GERMANY OBJECTS TO CRUISE
OF' BRITISH FLEET THERE.

Kaiser, on Reocent Visits, Said te Have
Sought an Agreement to Keep Foreign
Warships Out—British Reference to
the Baitio as an Open Sea Is Resented.

Special Cable Despatch to TRE SUN,

BeruiN, July 28.—The projected cruise
of a British fleet in the Baltic has greatly
irritated the anti-British section of the
Germans, who are raising the olaim that
Germany has the right to exclude foreign
warshipe from those waters. The pro-
test is mainly aroused by the reference to
the Baltlo in the British announcement of
the oruise as an open sea. :

The Reichsbole, an influential Conserva-
tive organ, in voloing the protest, proclaims
Germany's displeasure at what the paper
describes as manifestly a naval demonstra-
tion comnected with the Kaiser’'s cruise
and the German naval visits to Sweden
and Denmark. It says:

The German press may claim the right
to raise the question, at least theoretically,
how far the national interests and national
defense permit the Baltic to be used for
such purposes as an open sea. Nobody
thinks of restricting the right of free move-
ment there for peaceful trade, but it is
another question whether this principle of
the open door can be upheid for foreign
pavies, which may oombine with their
appearance demonstrative, aggressive ob-
jects.

England has no possessions of any de-
scription on the Baltic which might involve
the defence of her national interests. She
bases her measures there soely on the idea
of her general supremacy on the sea and of
her monopoly-like sovereign vosition in all
the waters of the world.

“In consideration of the interests of the
countries bordering on the Baltic, for which
it may easily become a vital question, the
time has come to make the Baltic a mare
clausum for foreign warships, to close it
entirely to their incalculable manuevering
projects.

"The question at stake is of great sig-

nificance to all the Baltio States without
exception. If we were to oconduct ma-
neuvers close before Portemouth, as the
English intend to do before Neufahrwasser,
we should certainly soon hear vigorous
protesta. ;
@ When the world was smaller the Baltic
played a great role in politicse. Now the
German Empire must be and must remain
supreme master in the Baltic and must do
everything to make this supremacy stable.
We cannot see what objection England, if
she has no rival aggreesive designs, could
raise against this."”

The Deutsche Tagesseitung prints an
artiole in a similar tone. It says it will
be perfectly olear to the British when pasa-
ing through the Greav Belt that no sea
power, not even Great Britain, would be
able in war time to foroe the passages into
the Baltio against Germany's will.

LoxDoN, July 20.—It is stated that al-
though no cereinonicus visits will be mada
by the British Channel fleet during its
cruise in the Baltic ir August and Sep-
tember, it will call at some Danish and
Swedish ports and also at Stettin and
Dantzio. The fleet probably will be ac-
companied by a particular service squadron.

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily
Ezpress says ihat tho Eaiser's visits to
King Oscar, the Czar and King Christian
were all for one object, that is, to procure
an agreement to exclude from the Raltic
the warships of all countries except those
which have coasts on the Baltio, and ap-.
plying the same restrictions t¢ the Sound
and the Great Belt as are applied to the
Dardanelles,

Aoccording to the correspondent the plan
i{s intended as a oounter-stroke to the
British naval reorganization in the North
Sea. He cites a seriea of articles that have
recently appeared in German newspapers
advocating the closing of the Baltic, the
aimilarity of which to the plan of the Kaiser
indicating that they emanated from an
identical governmental souroce.

In these circumstances the announcement
that a British squadron will shortly maneu-
ver in the Baltic attracts attention, and
creates the belief that the movement is in-
tended as a demonstration against Ger-
many's design, which is known to the British
Government.

The Morning Post takes the article in the
Reischbote on the making of the Baltic a
closed sea periously. It fears the Germans
or part of them are seeking to fix a qugrrel
on England. It cannot conceive the ground
for a quarrel, but says if Germany ia deter-
mined on war about something or nothing,
the sooner it occurs the better.

It reminds the Germans how in receht
years the German fleet. was allowed to
use Beerhaven and Lorwick as head-
quarters for ite maneuvers with no protest
from Great Britain,

It can be pointed out that the last state-
ment of the Post somewhat strains the
truth. German warships never receive
courtesies in British ports without the
British who oppose the Germans howling.

RUSSIANS TAKE TO THE HILJLS.

Remainder of the Foroe in Sakhalin Exe
pected to Surrender.
Special Cable Despalch to THR SUN,

Tox10, July 28.—The Russians who re-
treated from Alkova and Alexandrovsk
when the Japanese captured those places
in the Island of Sakhalin are now in the
hill country, thirty miles to the southeast.
They are isolated because there are no
roads in that part of the island. It is ex-
pected that they will surrender, giving the
Japanese virtual mastery of the island.

NEW GOVERNOR OF MOSCOW.

M. Durnove Gets the Appointment—Fame
ine Near St. Petersburg.

Loxpox, July 28.—A St. Petershurg de-
spatch to the Exchange Telegraph Com-
pany says that M. Durnovo, former Presi-
dent of the municipality of St. Petersburg,
bas been appointed Governor General o}
Moscow.

A serious famine prevails in the districts
around St. Petersburg, and measures have
been taken to prevent the people from those
districts from entering the capital.

The newspaper Novosti has n sus-
pended for two months for publishing,
ocontrary to police orders, an account of
the procsedings of the Congress of Zemat-
vos at Moscow.

BRIDGE WORKERS STRIKE.

Men Geo Out in New England Because of a
Sub=-Contraoct.

NEW HAVEN, July 28.—Because the Ameri-
can Bridge Company of New York and
Philadelphia sublet several contracts to
the Boston Bridge Company, which employs
non-union men, the 150 union bridge and
structural iron workers at work for the
American Bridge Company went on strike
to-day throughout New England. Work was
stopp ed on bridges being bullt for the New
Haven road at Cos Cob and Darby. The
headquarters of the Structural Iron Work-
ers’' Union for the New England jurisdiction
are1n this city. Thomas MoGovern of Al-
bany, a member of the national committee of
jron workers, came here to direct the strike.
He and the business agent of the Connecti-
cut local were told there was nothing to
confer about when they asked the American
Bridge Company for a oonference. The
structural workers' officers threatened to-
day to have the strike extended through-
out the country, anyinﬁithat if the Ameri-
can Bridge Company didn’t surrender at
onoe 20,000 iron workers would stop work.

FATAL TO PROGRESS.

Gov. Wright Helds Cenference With Ceme
mittee of Leading Natives—Peints
Out That Oullawry Is Delaying the

' Ceuntry’s Development—A Drought.

Mawria, July 28.—Gov. Wright held &
:o'gomoo in the Malacan palace to-day

th & committee of leading natives, in-
olyding several of the most sotive agi-
tators. They discussed the proposed as-
sembly, self-government and other aspira~
tmloouud by the juntas of the large
citles, but unintelligible to and not oo-
operated in by the masses.

The Governor frankly and in unmis-
takable language denounced the agitation
for independence at this time. He spoke
of the sympathy shown for the ladrones
by the jingo native press as fatal to progress
and delaying commercial and political de-
velopment. He cited the outlawry in
Cavite and Batangas provinces, which is
indirectly aided by wealthy planters and
corrupt municipal officials. He eald it en-
dangered self-government and the inaugu-
ration of an assembly, the commission
being unable to certify to the restoration
of peace. The commission was charged
with the failure of the oconstabulary to
maintain order, and was urged to transfer
the maintenance of order from the village
police. The Governor explained that the
natives would be the heaviest sufferers if
this were done, and eaid that it was neces-
sary to maintain a successful constabulary,

The drought has destroyed the harvest in
Cebu and the peasants are in a half starving
oondition. They are eating roots and dogs
and copra. Two known cases of the eating
of ochildren have occurred. Others are re-
ported. The merchants of Manila have
sent $6,000 to the relief of the sufferers.
The Government has given $60,000 to buy
rice and bas suspanded the land taxes.
Droves of farmwers, begging, are invading
the citiea.

NEW ZION NOT IN AFRICA.

Site Offered by Great Britain Is Not Found
Suitable.

BassL, Bwitzerland, July 24.—At the
Zionist oongress to-day the oommittee
which was sent to SBouth Africa to inspect
the territory Great Britain offered for a
Jewish colony made an unfavorable report.
It said the place was not adaptable for a
oolony owing to the difficulty and danger
of the approach to it, which was through
a dense forest infested with savages and
ferocious beasts. The executive oom-
mittee accordingly recommended the Con-
gress to decline gratefully Great Britain's
offer.

Israel Zangwill, the novelist, advised
the acceptance of the offer, but sug-
geated asking Great Britain for a larger
and more suitable district.

It is shown
by the opposition to the various raillway
oconcessions involving British, French,
Belgian and German capital.

The
work is consequently at a standstill.
